GUN RACK OF MY DREAMS. 
By:- Alan Dawson--"Globe and Mail Outdoors Writer". 


There is an advertisement fora popular brandof coffee these 
days that goes something like this: "Don't spend the extra 
money on this coffee! andthen adds, in smaller type, "Unless 
you want the very best" 

That's just the way I feelabout custom-built rifles and shot- 
guns. Somebody once figured out that the average Canadian 
is about five feet nine inches tall, weighs about 165 pounds, 
takes a 32 inch shirtsleeve, etc. Those may not be the actual 
figures but you get the general idea 

That's the average, mark you. I don't suppose very many of 
us fit into that category exactly, inevery dimension. Butthe 
factory-built rifles and shotguns are made more or less for 
the average man. They don't even come in a series of sizes 
like suits, shirts and slacks. 

In other words, while a factory firearm can be shortened or 
lengthened like a pair of trousers to fit anyone after a fashion 
it won't fit him as though it had been made for him and for 
him alone 

Thus, the first thing I'd want in the gun rack of my dreams 
is that every gun be custom made for me alone. Now let us 
see what kind of guns should be in that rack. First of all, I 
should have a rifle for North American big game. It should 
be suitable for deer, moose andbear, because that isthe game 
the average Ontario man hunts. But in the event I should be 
fortunate enough to get ona trip for the big bears of the Rock- 
ies or Alaska, it should be powerful enough for them. And I 
might even want to take it out for groundhogs or jackrabbits, 
just to keep familiar with it. So I'll go for a 30-06, The 
mountains of literature from responsible and authoritative out- 
doorsmen and riflemen acclaiming the 30-06 as an all-round 
calibre are conclusive. And the ammunition in all its many 
bullet weights is available at every crossroads store in the 
country-- and in most other countries too, for that matter. 
But what about the spring and summer rifle shooting? The 
groundhogs are in the fields, the crows are inthe corn, I'm 
torn here between the .222 and the .222 magnum but I think 
I'd go for the latter because of the extra 100 yards of pract- 
ical range to it-- a good 300 yard gun instead of perhaps 200. 
These two rifles should be made to exactly the same dimens- 
ions 

Now for shotguns. First, a 12 gauge pump or autoloader 
stocked to fit me so well that I could shut my eyes, throw up 
the gunto my shoulder and find myself looking down the barrel. 
1 can't decide yet whether a Remington 58, an Ithaca pump or 
a Winchester 59 would be best. Unfortunately, I have tried 
all three. Perhaps I'd even turn to an over and under Brown- 
ing 

I'd shoot опе of each fora week or so, using all kinds of loads 
and at least 100 rounds of each before I decided. Then I'd 
order not one but two stocked to fit me--one in 12 gauge and 
опе in 20. If I took the over and under, the barrels on the 12 
would be full and modified choke, those onthe 20 modified and 
improved cylinder for grouse and cottontails, perhaps for the 
pheasants too 


If 1 took one of the single barreled guns, I'd have a variable 
choke device attached. 


Lhate to disagree with the old master, Ellwood Epps, on the 
question of handguns but I'd take a .22 revolver and à . 357 or 
44 magnum in as close to the same model as possible. He 
likes autoloaders. I havea .22 Combat Masterpiece with real 
ivory grips that fit my hand and I'd want the same thing in the 
bigger calibre to hunt with 
These six guns would make my perfect rack (three up and three 
to go for me now) but I would then take up handloading to get 
the most out of each gun. Then I would have bullets for each 
and every kind of hunting at a minimum cost, to say nothing 
of having a fine new hobb 
When, in the fall of 1959, my paper sent me on the first 20th 
century buffalo huntin the Northwest Territories, I consulted 
Mr Epps about rifle and bullets. The result was a splendid 
30-06 custom rifle ona Husqvarna action; it fitted me to perf- 
ection, despite my 29 inch shirtsleeve size 
Then he made up special bullets, 200 grains, pointed to pen- 
etrate these great bulls that often weigh 2000 pounds, and soft 
point to expand after they got well into the body. 


1 only had time to fire a couple of boxes of ammunition to test 
the rifle before going оп the hunt. When I finally spotted my 
buffalo, I put four shots into the rib cage from 185 yards, 
within a five inch circle. Any would have killed the buffalo 
but ав I learned in subsequent days they are hard to bring down 
and only a brain shot from very close kills instantly. However 
опе bull took 13 rounds from two rifles-- a , 338 magnum and 
а . 375 Holland and Holland-- so my custom 30-06 showed up 
very well indeed 

And I'm certain that my best shooting and hunting can only be 
done with a weapon that fits me perfectly.

Our stocks are usually made of beautifully 
finished American black walnut with Monte Carlo Combe with 
cheekpiece as per the illustrations along with the contrasting 
forend tip, pistol grip cap and butt plate with standard check- 
ering. We use chromemolly high grade steel barrels of the 
very best and latest steel the type that has been found to give 
the best accuracy and the longest life.

Every human is built physically different- we have different 
length of arms, legs, bodies, necks, some of us have barrel 
chests, some have flat chests, some have long or short fing- 
ers, some full fat faces, others thin, some eyes are close to 
the side of the face, others more centrally located, soit does 
stand to reason that not all people can use the same style of 
gun- the same stock length, the same length and curve of 
pistol grip and not even the same calibers. 

If you have poor eyes you should use a scope sight. If you 
shoot in heavy timber only, you should choose a special front 
sightto show up well against the terrain in which you are 
hunting. If you use a heavy caliber you should have a full 
stock designed to fit your face and eliminate those banged 
bones with the resulting flinch. The more comfortable your 
rifle is to shoot the better and faster shot you will become. 


To shoot your best, have your gun feel like an old pair of 
shoes, buf treat it like a new one.

HOW SHOULD A SHOTGUN FIT? 


It is very important to the shotgun shooter that he have a 
well designed and well fitted shotgun. The stock should have 
the proper Monte Carlo Comb that fitsthe shooter, ifhe wants 
to be a good shot. 

Especially with shotgun shooting since you have so little time 
to get your gun onthe target, the stock has to fit perfectly, 
The comb ofthe stock should line upthe shooters! head so his 
eye acts as the reat sight, and is placed in the proper posit- 
ion relative to the bead on the end of the barrel. Ellwood 
designs stocks with cheekpieces to suit each individual and 
thus better shooting. 

For general field shooting and skeet, the comb of the stock 
should be high enough so that if the cheek is pressed hard ag- 
ainst the comb the eye will look right down the barrel. 

In trap birds in the field, the comb should be high enough that 
most of the barrel can be seen when sighting. 

Epps Monte Carlo stocks are designed that the pattern will go 
high to intercept the rising target. 

A well designed forend should be hand fitting, so the shooter 
can easily and quickly point the gun at the target also to help 
absorb the shock of the recoil. 


The forend of most pump action shotguns is just a little too 
far out for a proper hold at a point just beyond the gun's 
"Balance" position. Epps has the extension type forend and 
this corrects the deficiency. Most shooters after using this 
type forend, will not use anything else, as this type of forend 
makes the gun much easier to use, and this makes for more 
accuracy and easier shooting. 


RELOADING OF SHOTSHELLS 


For years the loading of shotgun shells for Pumps and Auto- 
matics was not feasible for the simple reason that a lot of the 
loading equipment was obsolete, it had no sort of wad pressure 
control and in fact, a great many оп the market are still the 
same way, and lots of equipment by some of the old Firms have 
not been changed for a good many years. Fortunately, there 
are a lot of real good Loading Tools on the market and it is 
now possible to load for between five to seven cents per round 
depending on what you wish. As far as results are concerned, 
you can equal any load made by the Factory. 

In rifles, all the handloaders know that by juggling their loads 
around they will be able to greatly improve the results obtained 
from their pet rifle. The same thing applies to shotguns. Do 
a little experimenting trying different wads, different shot and 
powder combinations and due to the fact that no two shotguns 
are alike, you are apt to come up with a really prize solution. 
Emptys can be picked up around Clubs or you can save your 
own. For maximum loads, about 2 loadings is all they .will 
stand but with lighter trap loads, you may use 3 or 4 times. 
However, you can tell by the cases when they are becoming 
burned through. Some will stand a lot more than others but 
they are so inexpensive be sure to toss out any ones that you 
are doubtful of. 

The very best of the loading tools isthe VEUM. We have found 
them tohave some excellent features. You canuse either wads 
or cornmeal for a filler. It has an automatic pressure release 
which is the big secret of successful loads. It also completely 
sizes the brass andthe base, as well as the rim. The other 
secret is when everything is all through, it has a heating die 
that completely and exactly brings back your paper case to 
shape. When a shell is taken out of this heat ing die which only 
takes a fraction of a second, it is very wet with wax. It has 
been reprocessed, the same agin manufacture. The roll crimp 
or the new style crimp is very hard and firm and will not bang 
up inthe magazines like any other loading tool that we have ever 
used. This heating die is patented but fortunately it is a sep- 
arate die, and can be adapted to most tools.

Like a rifle or shotgun, there is no such thing as an all round 
handgun so if the little lady tells you just one Handgun, poss- 
ibly we can help you to decide onthe best one for your require- 
ments. 

If your main interest is target shooting the choice is limited 
for here nothing but the very best will do. In the 22 or in the 
rim fire shooting, you might as well decide on an auto-loader 
because as soon as you get to be a fairly good shot in compet- 
ative shooting, you want to shoot the National Course which is 
ten shots deliberate, ten shots timed, and ten shots rapid 
Now you can get by оп ће deliberate and the time fire all right, 
but when it comes to the rapid, you are handicapping yourself. 
So no matter how fond you are of revolvers, you might just as 
well settle for an auto-loader first as last. You will have to 
eventually trade into it or poorer shots than yourself will be 
trimming you. Inthe selection of a good auto-loading pistol, 
here again your choice is small. None of these cheap auto- 
loading pistols that are on the market, regardless of who makes 
them, will let you win matches against poor shooters using a 
better gun. They are just not made for target work. If they 
were, then there would be no use in building the higher priced 
gun. So that limits your choice pretty well to the new Smith & 
Wesson # 41 and 4 46. The lower priced one appears to shoot 
as well as the higher priced model but lacks a few of the feat- 
ures. With the Colt, there is the matched target Woodsman 
and the target. With the Hi-Standard there is the Buck Rogers 
special in a couple of grades, and the Hi-Standard Supermatic 
and the Ruger Mark 1. This is of course for the American 
made guns. There area few Europeans like the Hammerli that 
are also top quality but quite expensive. From here it is up to 
your choice. 


THE MODEL TO CHOOSE 
First, Ido not like a really heavy gun. My own favourite gun 
is one of the old Colt Standard Targets, and when I switch to 
the really heavy model І usually drop from five to ten points 
over the National Course. This is however contrary to a lot of 
experts. They all use the heaviest guns so you will have to 
decide on that. If you insist on a revolver, the same thing app- 
lies. Allthese cheaper revolvers, regardless who makes them 
they are not worth the time and effort to carry them home. If 
you want to do 22 competitive target shooting, then select the 
top grade, Smith & Wesson is the K model, Colt in the Officers 
Model, or the English gun the Webley. Believe it or not, these 
are the only target 22 revolvers that we ourselves will recom- 
mend. There are lots of others, if you just want to make a 
noise, why not use firecrackers? But if you want to consis- 
tently shoot well and win matches, the above is our selection. 
In the centre fire target guns it is an entirely different picture 
there is not as yet a good accurate auto-loading centre fire 
pistol on the market so you have to select one of the better 
grades of revolvers. That of course is what helps you make a 
choice on 22 revolvers. If you are also going to shoot 38 then 
practicing with a 22 will help you to increase your scores with 
a 38 but there you have not the same handicap in front of you 
that you do in the 22, because everyone if they want an accurate 
gun has to use a revolver, so you are onthe same footing as 
Joe Doe when it comesto time and rapid fire. Againall we can 
recommend for target shooting in the revolver class in the Am- 
erican made guns are the Smith & Wesson K 38 anda few of the 
other top grade Smith & Wesson target guns, and the same thing 
applies in the Colt. When it comes to these Cowboy Specials, 
a single action, if you want to target shoot, do not waste your 
money. 
Now lets! pick a good gun, get practising and just watch those 
scores rise.

Mount your press securely to your loading bench 
or table and thread the sizer die into the press.

Lubrication 


Before the cases are sized in the sizer 
die, they must be lightly lubricated. A 
Carter's Uninked 4078/4" Heavy Duty 
Stamp Pad is very useful for applying 
lubricant to the cases or you can make 
your own pad by wrapping a clean wool 
cloth around ‘a 1"x4"x8" board. Store 
it in a cigar box to keep it free from dust. 
Rub a small amount of lubricant into the 
pad and then roll the cases across the 
pad. Use very sparingly, as too much 
lubricant is as harmful as too little.

After the case is sized and primed, the powder is 
added. Consult a Reloading Manual to find the proper 
amount and kind of powder to use. DON'T GUESS- 
Set your scales according to a lower powder charge 
than suggested in the manual; then work up the load 
gradually for a safe hunting or target load.

To prevent double powder charges, 
it is best to start with all the sized and primed ctses 
on the left, load a case with powder and then put it 
down on the right. As an added precaution check all 
the cases to see that the powder level is the same 
and that all the cases have powder in them, 


easily but if it does not, don't use force f 
as the primer may be crushed. If the 
primer won't seat, take the case out of 
the shell holder and check it for dirt

and dents. If dented, discard the case. 
The primer pockets should be cleaned 
occasionally with a screw driver blade 
ог knife. 

Be sure the primer is seated level 
with the bottom of the case. Then raise 
the case off the primer arm just enough 
to allow the primer arm to swing out 
free. If you raise the case too far, the 
decapping pin in the sizer die will 
knock the new primer out. Lightly debur 
the inside and outside of the case 
mouth with the Wilson Burring Tool. 


The final operation is to seat the 
bullet. Place a sized, primed and powder 
charged case in the shell holder and 
run it to the top of the press stroke. 
Then screw the seater die down into 
the press until it touches the mouth of 
the case. Back up the die about 1/8 of 
a turn (never more than that) and set 
the large lock ring. All further adjust- 
ments are made with the bullet seating 


depth screw and lock ring on the top 
of the die. 


Lower this first case and put the 


bullet you have selected from the Re- 
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loading Manual in the top of the case 
mouth and run the case into the seater 
die slowly. Generally speaking, the 
base of the bullet should be level with 
the lower end of the neck of the case. 
This is not always true however because 
of varying bullet weights and types. 
Check this first case for overall length 
with a factory loaded cartridge if you 
have one or try it in your gun’s chamber. 
If the reloaded cartridge seems to pro- 
ject into the rifle lands, or to be too 
long, seat the bullet a little deeper.

COMMOM SENSE ABOUT CARTRIDGES AND RIFLES 


Some people and firms make outlandish claims about 
such and such cartridge but a lot of these are hard to 
back up- for example almost all belted magnums till 
you get up to at least the short 30 cal. are very badly 
over case capacity, in other words you use a whale of 
а lot of powder and get very little if any increase in 
velocity and the excess powder used is heat and this 
very rapidly ruins your barrel. In fact I know of one 
belted 270 magnum that requireda new barrelafter 125 
yes thatis right only one hundred andtwenty five max- 
imum loads- fine if you are taking a $1500.00 trip to 
Alaska, but hard on the average mans! pocketbook. 

" The figures below, taken from the November 1961 
issue of Field & Stream Magazine, factory-chronogra- 
phed by Warren Page, takenon standard22-inch barrel 
hunting rifles since only pole vaulters are likely to 
carry 26-inch tubes, will show how much added powder 
is needed to get small velocity gains in 6.5 caliber!’ 
Ineach caliber here is the maximum sensible cartridge 
to select. 22 Cal- 22-250 or 220 Swift. 6Mm. -243 
or 244- 6.5 on the 270 or the 26Epps- 270-270 Win. 
7Mm- 280 Rem. 30 cal. 
magnum like the 30 belted Newton or 308 Norma Mag. 
is absolute maximum. 33 cal- 338 winchester, 

35 here you can let your imagination run wild. 

As another example RCBS chronographed the 30 Belted 
Newton, I might add I have used the original 30 New- 
ton for years and could wish for nothing better but I 
only shoot about 50 to 100 rounds per year out of it,

in the Newton and takes 11 grs. more powder. The200 


gr. in the Weatherby is 3004 for 74 grain and the 30 
Belted Newton 3035 with 69 grains andthe ironical part 
of it, the 30-06 Ackley Improved gives a 150 grain 
bullet a velocity of 3117 with 18 grains less powder. 
However there is a place for these big Magnums. A 
trip to Africa will cost you $5,000.00, this calls for 
the absolute maximum and for money like this why 
worry about a barrel shooting out. Itcertainly won't 


on your trip- but if you like shooting and want to use a 
gun for Varmint and Bench rest shooting then select 
one that will give economical shooting and long barrel 
life.

Selecting a Telescopic Rifle Sight. 
Many hunters come intothe store cussing scope sights, 
Almost invariably they purchase the wrong sight-- 
There is just as much difference in scopes as there is 
in Rifles: A Good Rule to follow but not infallible:- 
Buy a well known Make. It is hard to beat a 
Weaver and they are so easy to have repairedif you 
break them. 
2. Buy the Power suited to your hunting. In Big 
Game Rifles for use in fairly thick bush nothing over 
3X, preferably with a picket post and cross wire 
reticule and at least a 30 foot field at 100 yards, A 
4X for more open shooting like the Prairies. An 
expert here may be able to get away with a 6X but 
you must shoot a lot to be able to hit with it- again 
the field must be a minimum of 20 feet. Up toa 6X 
with an X or a Dot reticule also makes an excellent 
scope for the long range sporting type of rifle, for 
boys who like to take Foxes- Rabbits- Wolves-- 
and Coyotes at long range in the open. 
3. Nothing overa 6X is of any use on moving game 


Varmint Scopes 

Such rifles as 22Rf and RF Mag. can get by with the 
cheap 4X scopes, but you will be a lot better off to use 
one of the medium priced scopes like the J 2. 5 priced 
at $28. 75, or the J4 at $34. 25. These latter 2 scopes 
work extremely well onthe 22 Hornet, 218 Bee and 222 
class of rifle, and of course the higher grade scope you 
use, usually the better definition you have- so if the 
pocket books will stand if- a Weaver K2.5 or 3 or 4 or 
6X are excellent. The very best scope regardless of 
price today is the Bear Cub. 

For the reallong range Varmint and bench rest rifles 
with heavy barrels, then use a target type scope. A 
22-250, 220 Swift and 219 Zipper will really surprise 
you with a scope of from 10to 15X. 12X seems the 
most popular. 

If you drop us a line and give us a run down on your 
hunting and the type ofterrain, we will do our best 
to see you obtain a scope that will increase your pleasure 
afield.

MOOSE HUNTING 
Ellwood & Isabel Epps 


One of the finest forms of hunting, if done late in the 
season- the time that we will try and describe, By 
late season, we mean from mid November on. True it 
is a little cooler, but that leads to nicer hunting cond- 
itions, no flies or bugs, the leaves are off the trees, 
the days are clear and frosty which helps put a spring 
in your step, and clears the cobwebs out of your head. 
Ifyou have never enjoyed the late hunt youhave missed 
the finest experience of your life. In the north when it 
is cold, itis also clear and quiet- too quiet to sneak up 
on a single moose, but on two or more, they make 
noises too- but more on this later. 

-Equipment;- The followingare musts and do not skimp 
get good ones. A metal Waterproof Match Box with 
matches that you must never use except in emergency, 
carry a lighter for other times. A good sturdy com- 
pass, a Pin-On is handy if well made. A map of the 
area, this can save lots of walking and sometimes can 
prevent spending a night in the bush. A good hunting 
knife with about a 5" blade-- Do not carry on your belt 
at your side or in your front, as you can fall and rec- 
eive sometimes a fatal cut. Carry the knife on your 
belt at the centre of your back, in this position it is 
almost impossible to fall on. A short length of string 
Deer Hunters will know what this is for. A Tea Pail 
and a cup, and 1 also like to carry a hatchet with about 
1} pound head. This is handy in many ways, to quickly 
take down a tree to bridge a creek that you cannot get 
over, -also to chop ice ina river or Lake for water 
for the tea pail. 


Allthis I always carry in a small rucksack along with 
a flashlight, a towel and of course the food for lunch in 
the bush, because this is all part of the hunt. 


Clothing: Fine woolunderwear- this past year Isabel 
andI tried out this highly advertised Thermo under- 
wear and in spite of all claims, it certainly was not 
nearly as warm or comfortable as the good fine wool. 
A pair of red checked wool hunting pants, a good heavy 
wool shirt, a wool jacket or extra heavy wool shirt, and 
a good reversible red hat, Nothing but wool for the 
outside clothing is quiet enough for still hunting. 
Boots or Shoes: For fresh soft snow, nothing but rub- 
ber boots will keep your feet dry, something along the 
lines of the old Jack Rabbit boot, and for the real cold 
dry snow a good pair of rubber bottoms and leather tops 
are good, and should also have a soft sure gripping sole 
and large enough for at least to wear 2 pair of socks. 
I like one pair of fine wool and one pair of heavy wool 
and good insoles. Insulated boots are fine, but heavier 
to walk in. If deep snow, then snow shoes are needed 
and a pair large enough to do the job. 

Suitable Gun: We have found a well placed bullet- But 
it must be perfectly placed- will kill a moose quite 
easily, but if not in the proper position then itis a dif- 
ferent story, so our recommendation isa good accurate 
bolt action rifle in a caliber from 7mm on up and that I 
would say is about the minimum. A bullet should weigh 
at least 150 grains round nose for good brush bucking, 
and preferably at 2500 FPS or more. Main reasons for 
choosing a bolt action, is it is more accurate, more 
dependable and not so liable to freeze in cold weather 
easier to carry and usually quieter to handle and are 
always faster for the first and all important shot-- so 
take a Rifle that will do the job. A moose is too fine a 
Game Animal to use an inadequate gun on. If you are 
going to kill one, kill it clean and quick. 

Getting the Shot: Moose contraryto what some writers 
claim, at least in the latter part of the season, are a 
lot smarter than Deer. They havea nosethatcan scent 
you а quarter of a mile away, and those big ears can 
hear a match break at 100 yards, so go easy and work 
up wind, but once you hear them- if more than one, close 
in fast, they seem to be confused on a fast approach 
that is if you are close when you start. One year 4 of 
us were out hunting, Isabel and went one way the other 
two went another way, we saw nothing, but the others 
jumped 5 moose, they started to run, and so did the 
boys, and one old hunter jumped on a dead tree, made 
a big crash on purpose, and the moose ran to clear 
timber and stopped. He thought it was another moose 
coming, they got shooting, getting 3 before they ran out 
of shells and while dressing out one of them a bull and 
а cow came back and was looking at them. 

General Habits: Moose tend usually to drift down wind 
when feeding, so if you cut sign today and you have a 
South wind, lock for them from }to 4 miles farther 
North the next day, and again never try to track one 
down wind, just keep working them from the side. Try 
and learn the area because they are something like deer 
they have their favourite trails and feeding grounds, 
but they may be many miles apart. Once you spot a 
moose, the battle is almost over- or it seems like it, 
they look big- they are big- but Oh so easy to miss! 


One time Isabel and Icame up ona moose, just at dusk 
I leaned sideways so she could shoot past, we were 
within 75 feet of a nice 4 or 5 year old bull., When she 
shot it did not look right to те, во I followed up and 
away the moose went. On checking farther- a comb- 
ination of three things happened. It was almost dark 
and a moose is black, and in front of the moose there 
was one, and one only Black Birch tree 21" in diam- 
eter and believe it or not-- we both hit the same tree. 
The tree being the same colouras the moose, we could 
not see it. Result-- our hunting pals cut the piece of 
the tree out for us as a momento, When we went back 
the next day to get what we were positive would be a 
dead moose, but instead- it wasa Dead Birch! Another 
lesson learned that these highly advertised special tip 
pointed etc., bullets are no good in the bush, use.a 
heavy round nosed soft point bullet only. 


Over Please 


Moose Hunting- continued. 


This little piece would not be complete without a note 
about the ladies. Isabel has hunted with me for about 
9 years and during this time she has shot 5 deer and 
5 moose, but you will be more interested in the prob- 
lems of the fémales hunting. When we huntthe little 
lady must be able to walk- not fast but able to keep 
going all day from 8A M. until dark, (4:30P. M.) with 
a ito 3/4 hour off for a real lunch in the Bush. 
Clothing: about the same as described previously for 
men, it seems to be impossible to obtain good wool 
ladies hunting pants, so Isabel used mens! and finds 
them comfortable and warm. Another item I forgot to 
mention is a good wide pair of braces, nothing tires 
your back like trying to hold your pants up with a tight 
belt. Same footwear -Socks -Underwear, and Isabel 
likes the quilted insulated top underwear and sweater 
these can be taken off and carried in the pack sack if 
you get too warm. She also carries a large John E 
Handwarmer, on cold days, a pin-on compass, large 
handkerchief for the neck, lots of kleenex for running 
noses, which they do at 10 below. 

Rifle- here again it should not weigh over 6} pounds 
With а proper fitting stock, and a carrying sling, and 
this almost requires a custom stock, and then for a 
cartridge, not too heavy in recoil, but still powerful 
enough to kill cleanly. One of the best we have found 
answering these requirements isthe popular 7x57 with 
160 or 175 grain bullet, our own 6.5 with a 140 or 160 
grain bullet in larger calibers you should use hand loads 
reduced to cut down the recoil to a suitable level, if 
they cannot stand the recoil they cannot place the shots. 
Other useful Items: A good pair of compact binoculars 
Tuse a small pocket set 7x25, the only small ones I 
ever used that were good, I tried over 15 pair before 
I found these good ones. They sure save lots of walk- 
ing andallows you tomake sure of your game. Scopes- 
Yes and No- they are one ofthe finest sighting and saf- 
ety devices ever put ona rifle, but like lots of other 
items they also have their disadvantages. 

On the Good Side: There is no record of any hunters 
being shot by a hunter using a scope sighted rifle and 
more positive sighting especially in unfavourable light 
conditions, like the time Isabel and I shot the tree- 
with our scopes on, that would never have happened. 


The Bad Side: They are useless on days when a bit of 
snow is falling or is on the trees or in a misty rain, 

so by all means have a scope, but one that you can put 
on in detachable mounts, that you canuse your other 
sights, when-the scope is off. I would not have had my 
moose last Fall if I had not had a scoped rifle--I shot 

at 465 yards- measured- one of those "Once in a life- 
time" deals. The cartridge was a 30 Newton with 180 
grain Epps pointed bullet at 3100 FPS, loaded just for 
open long range shooting. All ofthis boils down tothe 

fact, that if you can get back in the bush and out again 
hunt up wind carefully, on the ridges on bright clear 
days, and on the draws on the days the barometer is 
falling, and allow yourself enough time, and do not 
under estimate the moose, then you should be success- 
ful 

One more little note. Regarding a fire, a lot of people 
‘Cannot build a fire in the Bush. I have never yet been 
in a bush that you could not get lots of wood for a fire. 
Any standing dead tree, if not rotten, and few of them 
are, especially any of the evergreen class- like spruce 
or pine make excellent wood. To start the fire any of 
the dead branches on the bottom of a spruce will start 
almost like oil soaked rags. Birch bark canbe lit even 
in a heavy rain, and when soaking wet, so gather a bit 
ofthe above and have some dead limbs handy, start the 
needles or the bark and add small twigs, then the br- 
anches and you will have a fire before you know it. 
Everyone who goes intoa Bush should know howto make 
a fire, many lives would be saved by this simple bit of 
training. If you never have hunted and the above does 
not give youall the information wished, we have a very 
extensive list we check off, so if you are interested, 
we will be pleased to help.

powder but hard on barrels and impossible to 
hand load. As we know it today the case is not 
designed to handle the modern powders as used 
by all the Canadian and American Cartridge Co- 
mpanies, so along with the help of P.O. Ackley 
we have redesignedthe case to handle the Amer- 
ican powders more efficientlyand startling imp- 
rovements have resulted due to the now modern 
design of the case. In simple terms all we have 
done is straightened the case- gave it a sharper 
shoulder and moved the shoulder ahead a little to 
enable us to clear up most of the excess cham- 
bers on some military rifles, and as aresult we 
now havea straight case for easy extraction, and 
a sharper shoulder for effieient burning of mod- 
ern powders in the case--- not up the barrels 
Most military chambers can be cleared up, al- 
though some are much too large ahead of the rim 
on these the only solution is a new barrel. To 
carry the conversions of this popular cartridge 
farther, we have made the same body dimensions 
available in 8 Mm. , 338, and 35 cal., and these 
can behad merely by reboring and re-riflingthe 
present barrel but we do not recommend the 35 
caliber re-bore job on the Lee Enfield barrels, 
nor do we recommend the top loads in the Lee 
Enfield. The P 14 handles them, also the re- 
bores to . 35 caliber.

For threeor four years now we have been experiment- 
ing with our own make of bullets, for the handloader. 
We have supplied Al Dawson the sporting editor of the 
"Globe & Mail" with the bullets he used in killing the 
first legal buffalo that was killed in Canada since 1893. 
They perform so well that he killed his bull with four 
shots. The next bull that was killed charged the hunt- 
ers twice in the bush and before it finally died had 13 
bullets in it from 338 Winchester Magnum and 375 
Winchester Magnum. The type of bullet that we have 
been experimenting with is for hunting only, a real 
hard lead core base of about 1/3 of the total weight of 
the bullet. The fron: half then is swaged with a nice soft 
point, this we have found opens up perfectly in any kind 
of game and the back end being so heavy and hard holds 
together, that it gives you terrific penetration. Now 
this is meant only for big game hunting, for the stan- 
dard hunting we of course will have our other bullet 
with the straight soft core. Now all calibers are not 
in production, we have run off two or three batches of 
22's just in the light jacketed bullets but we will have 
definitely for this year by August at the latest, a few 
other bullets. Although we can not give you full det- 
ails at the present, and do not want to stick our necks 
out, if you drop us a line and tell us that you are int- 
erested in our bullets we will be pleased to notify you 
as soon as we have them ready and new developments 
happen. 

We may alsobe able to supply you with half jackets and 
jacketed bullets for your own bullet making, but will 
advise you of that also, as soon as we are positive.

We are continually trying out new products, in fact every Fall 
Isabel and I spend from 3 to 5 weeks in the North in the late 
season when the temperature drops as low as 45 below and 
some days we arein the bush at 20 or 25 degrees below, We 
try out new oils, new clothing, new guns with different act- 
ions, footwear, mitts, etc. 
Here are some of our findings. Of all the rifle actions the 
only ones we found we could depend on is the good Mauser 
style bolt action and the fine Winchester M 94 and the Savage 
99, we have had bad failures with all other types. 
Clothing: We have found that nothing is any better than wool 
Tee eni kinina i» cald “weather. Therma undsrewgr $a all 
right if it is not too cold, and quilted underwear is good if 
you are not walking too far, as we find it very binding. 
Outer Garments:- Twoheavy wood shirts are equallyas good 
as aheavy bulky hunting coat and allows much more freedom. 
A good wool sweater and à heavy outer wool shirt is equally 
lused to think that the hunting 
mitts with a slot Tñ the palm were the real thing, but all you 
have to do is slip down on one hand or grab something with 
snowon and your mitt is full of snow.

THE CARTRIDGE TO USE:- This depends on where you live 


and the ranges you wish to shootat. The fine little .22 Hornet 
and 218 Bee does a fairly good job, up to 200 yards. The new 
Remington adds another 25 yards to this га іде and the 
recently added , 222 Remington magnum up to 250 yards. But 
for really long range shooting, nothing- and I mean nothing 
can still touch the fine 219 Improved Zipper, the 22-250, and 
the 220 Swift. They shoot flatter and are more accurate than 
any other cartridge today, but are only Varmint cartridges, 
not big game guns, 

THE ALL ROUND RIFLE:- Up to and including Deer. If you 
live in ап area where you have some good varmint shooting 
and also like to use your rifle for deer, there are a few good 
all round rifles that will do fairly wellon varmints and equally 
as well on deer and black bear. In this class we recommend 
the new 243 and 244- the old favourite 250-3000 and also the 


257 Roberts, and to a slightly lesser degree, our Epps 6.5, 
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or again Silicone wax are all excellent. Sights: A good scope 
on a detachable mount that allows you touse your other sights 
for days when there isa misty snow, or when light snow is on 
the trees. A scope is good early and late when light is poor, 
and is agreat asset also for the long shot, and spotting game

Now for this type of shooting you should not use any caliber 
smaller than 6.5 and from here on it is up to you. A well 
placed shot froma 6.5 will kill quickly and cleanly, but select 
the caliber for the area to hunt in- if all bushy country, then 
you should use a 30 cal, or more, and a heavy round nosed 
bullet, But here again and finally we get back to the Bolt 
action for dependability, accuracy and versatility, So let us 
suppose for a minute- Í will take my wife's case. We like to 
shoot jackrabbits in the winter, chucks and crows in the sum- 
mer, deer and the odd partridge in the Fall, and finally moose 
and all with one rifle. If you used Factory loads, you would 
be limited, so here is what we do- 

Rabbits, Chucks and Crows- a load with an 87 grain bullet at 
over 3500 FPS at this speed it disintegrates оп impact, shoots 
very flat and is safe to use as long asno shots are made in the 
air. For Partridge and Target Practise, a 100 grain solid 
lead bullet at 1200 FPS, it just knocks them over like hitting 
With a stick, but does not blow them all to pieces. 

Deer & Bear- a 120to 140 grain bullet kills them like dynamite 
Moose- a 140 or 160 grain does the same job. This shooting 
is all done with one rifle and not one shot will cost over 10 

cents and the lead one for Target and Birds only 24 cents- so 
let us get a good gun, and remember, I said Good, not some 
firearm made for a mail order house that the maker is asham- 
ed to put his name'on, buy a good gun (rom well known makers 
and you will have it for a good many years 


SO YOU ARE GOING TO BUY A RIFLE:- Maybe we can help 
you make a choice. First let us consider your first gun, this 
should be a .22 Rim fire and a single shot. Why a .22? It is 
cheap to shoot and you get the necessary practise to become 
a good shot. Secondly. a single shot will teach you more than 
any other single factor, to make the first shot count. Then 
put on the type of sights you will be using on your big game 
rifle - now let us practise. In a .22 this is about all the rifle 
you will ever require, as at the best of times a . 22 is only a 
plinking gun they lack а lot in killing power andare dangerous 
in settled areas, as they ricochet badly. 

If your main interest is Varmint shooting, you are better to 
select one of the fine.22 Bolt Action Varmiters, again it has 
to be a bolt action, for- and remember this- over the years 
many attempts have been made to bring our a good varmint 
cartridge in Pumps, Autos and Levers. The most recent one 
was the Remington inthe 760- AND THEY ARE DISCONTINUED 
for the simple reason these actions are not accurate enough. 
So you cannot buy a new one except a bolt or single shot.

RELOADING LEVER ACTIONS 
H. V. Stent,- W. Summerland, B.C. 


To purposely purchase a lever action rifle for shooting 
handloads might be compared to buying a camp axe for 
shaving. But to repress a yen for handloading because 
your gun has alever underneath instead ofa bolt on top 
is like keeping that same axe dull for fear of cutting 
your finger. 

You don't hear much about handloads for them because 
all lever actions except the Winchester 88 are locked 
atthe rear, hence let cartridge cases stretch more than 
a bolt does. That may require full-length resizing af- 
ter each firing, and this stretching and tightening wea- 
kens the brass case to the splitting point sooner than 
with a bolt. 

All you have to do with your lever gun, however, is to 
try the factory cases іп your rifle chamber after firing 
and you'll find many that slipin easily. As longas they 
keep doing this, they may be reloaded without full- 
length resizing. As soon as acartridge case stretches 
or swells enough that the action closes hard on it em- 
pty, whether it's after the first or the fifteenth firing, 
set it aside and keep track ofit. Such cases canbe full 
length resized and reloaded; but best not do this more 
than twice on any one case for complete safety in lever 
actions. 

With what you save of your own, and what you scrounge 
from friends, you should soon get enough Cases to start 
on. Then if you just send them to some custom hand- 
loader like Ellwood Epps for reloading, you can save a 
dime a shot. 

But as Mr. Epps points out, the real saving-plus the 
beginning for many of a fascinating hobby- comes when 
you get your own reloading tools. Duplicating factory 
loads in your own cases for 7 or 8 cents apiece instead 
of paying two bits each for them doesn't take long to 
pay for a $40. 00 tool, and the scale for weighing cha- 
rges too if you can't get the loan of one. 

And if you spend another $22.00 for a bullet mould, 
melting pot and dipper, and follow the instructions in 
the handbooks, you can cast your own bullets for what- 
ever their weightoflead and hardening costs you- may- 
be less than a cent apiece. Since primers cost about a 
cent apiece, and powder for light loads the same, that 
means you can shoot your big-game rifle at targets and 
vermin for little more cost than a 22 long rifle-two 
guns in one! What is more, loads considerably more 
powerful and flat-shooting than a22 willstill swellyour 
cases so little that they can be reloaded repeatedly with 
no sticking troubles. If you want cheap shooting, this 
is IT. 

But maybe you wanted to handload to give your hunting 
rifle alittle more oomph? As longas its action is good 
and tight, that's feasible too. Start maximum loads- 
about 3 grains low and work up watching for pressure 
signs, weigh your loads with cate and put them into 
your newest cases, checked for fit and length, and it 
may surprise you what you can do. 

Consider, for example, the 250-3000 Savage, an exc- 
ellent little cartridge somewhat overshadowed by new- 
er developments, like a lady ata dance in last season's 
gown. Dress her up with the load suggested by Jack 
O'Connor of Outdoor Life, 41 gr. of Dupont 4350 behind 
а 100 gr. bullet, and she'll strut along at 3010 f.s. 
close behind Miss.243. The .250 is a fine cartridge 
forlight loads, too, and you can develop some amazin- 
gly accurate cast bullet loads for it. 

Its companion cartridge, the . 300 Savage, is too sharp 
shouldered to be a handloader's favourite, but loads of 
upto 40 gr. of Dupont 3031, are recommended for it, 
boosting its velocity with 180 gr. bullet close to .308 
speed. 

Two Winchester old-timers which still survive among 
us, the 38-55 and .45-70, get a real shot іп the arm 
from handloads. With their heavy bullets, 255 and 405 
gr. respectively, they still pack a paralysing punch for 
deer and larger game, respectively, but trajectories 
are high and their speed of 1320 f.s. seems dawdling 
in this high-velocity age. Feed them enough good Du- 
pont 3031, however-35 gr. in the . 38-55 and 53 in the 
45-70, the latter a favourite of Elmer Keith's- and you

can speed them up by 500 feet, to 1820 f.s. A some- 
what younger and smaller pumpkin- slinger, the .33 
can have its 2200 f. s. with 200 gr. bullet upped to 2445 
f.s. with 43.2 gr. of HiVel # 2. 

Less ancient Winchester cartridges, the 25-35, 30-30, 
and . 32 Special, don't profit so much by handloads with 
regular bullets. But bullets of different weight or point 
shape are usable byhandloading. You can't run pointed 
bullets through tube magazines of course; but it's little 
handicap to use your rifle as a single-shot at target or 
vermin, nor do the bullets then have to be crimped. 
With the 25-35, for instance, you can single load hand 
loads of 2465 f.s. with 100 gr. bullet and 2750 f.s. 
with 87 gr., a big perk-up over the factory speed of 
2300 f.s. with 117 gr. bullet. 

As for the ever-popular . 30-30 it has been derided so 
much in sporting magazines that it fairly bugged my 
eyes when I boughta 24" barreled Model 64a few years 
ago and found what it could do. With iron sights it see 
med as accurate as I can shoot them at target. When 
Itried the lovely Sierra 125 gr. pointed bullet, single- 
loaded, ahead of 35 gr. of 3031, it gave me groups of 
1 1 іпсћев at 100 yards, 2 3/4 inches at200 yards, and 
3 3/4 at 300 yards, believe it or not. I never got chr- 
onograph figures for that load, but it can't be very slow 
for the drop from 100 yard sight-setting is only about 
4 inches at 200 yards and 19-20 inches at 300 yards; a 
look at ballistic tables will show what that does for the 
30-30. 

With regular 170 gr. bullet crimped in, 31.5 grains of 
3031 will give the 30-30 some 2300 f.s., according to 
the Ideal Handbook; I never used this, loading 35 gr. 
of 4320 instead to approximate factory ballistics. For 
a reduced load, 14 gr. of 4759 gives some 1500 f. в. 
toa 169 gr. cast bullet, butI couldn't get good accuracy 
from it until I used a light wad of toilet paper over the 
small powder tharge to keep it from sliging around. 

I had а lot of fun trying various handloads in the little 
30-30. You need only exercise reasonable caretohave 
a lot of cheap fun yourself with handloads in the lever 
action of your choice.

BASS

Michael Bolton: 


Don't reveal you!re a greenhorn angler by calling Ont- 
ario's large-mouth black bass "green bass", 

It's surprising how many people who call themselves 
fishermen „look down their noses at "old bronzeback. ' 
Many even think these fish aren't even black bass and 
are unprotected by regulations. 

Large -mouths are generally a warm -water fish and 
often must be hauled through thick weeds to be landed. 
Too often novice fishermen get fed up trying to get bait 
orlure even near a bass as every cast ends up with a 
weed-snagged lure. 

There are dozens of lures designed to get through tough 
weeds -- and that is where you must go for best large- 
mouth action. You'll have to try out the various "weed- 
less" lures to find which does the best jobin the waters 
you fish. A Johnson Silver Minnow, baited with frog- 
colored pork rind, will glide over the top of even lily 
pads. Just jiggle your rod tip to make it hops from pad 
to pad like a real frog. It doesn't matter if it drops 
in the water between the pads -- just another bass- 
teasing trick. 

The weedless lures also can be jiggled along bottom 
even in waters where brush and weeds make fishing 
trick. The weedless lures alsocan be jiggled alongthe 
bottom even in waters where brush and weeds make 
fishing tricky. Weedless jigs are another worthwhile 
lure to try on large mouths. 

There's one school of angling thought which advocates 
a long combination of spinners, fur, feathers, rubber 
worms and what-have-you -- all rigged up in a weed- 
less manner -- for really big large-rnouths. Work it 
slowly along bottom with little jiggles. This type of 
tackle, frequently discussed in U.S. outdoor magazines 
is favored in the southern U.S., but is worth a try in 
some Ontario waters. 

But for the maximum in large-mouth fun, you must try 
surface lures. 

This can be a fly, streamer or popper ona fly rod or a 
surface plugor spinning or casting size. Spinning lures 
for surface fishing come in the wierdest assortment of 
shapes and colors, Some of the silliest looking and 

oddest-named ones, i.e., the'Fishcake and Dying Fl- 

utter, get some of the best catches. 

The advantage of surface lures is that they skim over 

underwater weeds andother obstructions. This allows 

you to fish the toughest waters. The large-mouth gets 

an advantage, too. When he leaps from his shelter of 
underwater brush, logs or weeds, he can pull that plug 

right down in the middle of the tangle -- and good bye 

bass lure. 

But the fun of a smashing bass strike encourages the 

angler to lose some lures by fishing the tough spots. 

The fun of large-mouth fishing is not the number of 

fish caught, but the number of strikes. 

No fish strikes with the glamor of a large-mouth. It 

leaps high out of the water and grabs the plug on the 

way downina smashing strike. The leaping bass will st- 

artle you inthe calm ofthe evening when surface lures 

are best, 

But be ready, too, for the unexpected. A really big 

large-mouth may try a different trick. It will ease up 

until it's just below your surface plug, open its mouth 

and with barely asound, suckinthe lure. Then the fun 
begins 
Many surface lures come packaged with directions. 
Follow these. A safe method to use any surface lure 
is this way: 

Cast lure to a clear pocketin weeds or shoreline logs. 
Wait for at least a full minute. Jiggle lure ever so 
lightly. Wait another minute. Keep repeating. The 
slower you make this retrieve, the bigger large-mouth 
you'll get. 

And when you've caught your large-mouth bass, you 
can eat it, too, Most large-mouths, even from warm 
weedy waters, are delicious.

CAMP COOKERY 
C.P. Barager 


It has long been my experience that simple recipes are 
the answer to preparing good outdoor meals. With this 
in mind I have come up with methods for preparing 
camp fare with a minimum of effort. Here are a few 
ideas which should make life easier for any outdoor 
Chef. 

No mention of camp cookery would be complete without 
sourdougn. Sourdough flapjacks and bannock have been 
the mainstay of frontiersmen since the time when the 
old Sourdoughs braved ће Indian trails and sought their 
fortunes in the gold fields from one end of this contin- 
ent to the other. In those early days, sourdough pan- 
cakes were as much a part of a man's life as was his 
six-shooter. 

The time-honored container for keeping your sourdough 
is the one-gallon crock, but any cookie jar or glass 
sealer will do. A metal container may be used but it 
will rust after a time and is not as satisfactory. 
There is nothing mysterious about making sourdough 
as some would have youbelieve. Simply dump a couple 
of cups of flour, the same amount of water and a 1/4 


cup of sugar into the container, set near the warmth 
and inaboutthree days toa week you'll have sourdough 
My own method speeds upthe process and canbe made 
on comparatively short notice. 

The night before take one package of dry yeast and a 
teaspoon of sugar and sprinkle over } cup of warm 

water. Leave for ten minutes to dissolve. Add 1 $ cups 
of water and 1 Í cups of flour. Stir and let workover 
night. 

Next morning, pour mixture into bowl, leaving about 
1 cupof dough in the container fora starter. Add more 
flour and water to the starter for the next time. 

To bowl, stir in one egg and add 1/4 cup of flour, 13 
teaspoonful of salt, 3 tablespoonsful of sugar and Í 
teaspoonfulof soda. Beat the mixture a few times and 
fry in a medium pan until bubbles appear оп top of the 
cakes. Flip the cake with a turner. Old Timers use 
the pan. When done, serve with syrup. Makes enough 
for two hungry appetites. An added bonus to this dish 
isto place thick slices of packaged cheese between the 
hot cakes. 

There are variations to the above recipe. If you want 
your cakes more sour, let the sourdough work for a 
few days, then varythe amount until you get the desired 
taste. A tablespoonfulor two of bacon fat or butter and 
anegg may be added as well. If you want waffles make 
a thinner batter. A few lumps in the mixture onn't 
hurt. 

Once you have tried your handat pancakes you can ad- 
vance to other cooking. Sourdough bread may be made 
by using any bread recipe and adding a cupful or so of 
sourdough. The same applies to biscuits. For some- 
thing special try Sourdough Hust Puppies. $- cupof 
cornmeal, 3/4 cup of flour, 2 tsps. baking powder, 

piece of butter the size of an egg, }-tsp. salt,| small 

grated onion, raw egg, 1/4 cup of sourdough starter, 
1/4 cup of water. 

Blend butter with dry ingredients and add onion. Add 
eggs and liquid last. The batter should be fairly stiff. 

Drop egg-size gobs into deep fat and fry for ten min- 
utes. Split open, butter generously and eat with the 
main course. These go well with all types of venison 
roasts. 

When speaking of cooking some mention should be made 
of utensils. The frying pan that will cook the way you 
want it to is the badge of honor which displays whether 
you are a tenderfoot or a qualified bush cook. 

Most good camp cooks have two pans, one for bacon 
and eggs, fried fish andthe like, the other for pancakes 
and bannock. The one for pancakes should never be 
used for anything else. And it should never be washed. 

Let the old-time woods cook catch you washing his ban- 
nock skillet and you may get it bounced off your dome 
Nevertheless, if you have a pan in your kit that hasn't 
been properly broken in, rub a piece of bacon rind 
around the inside of it before frying the cakes. Once 
usually does. 

My own pan is cast iron but it is heavy, too heavy for 
light backpacking, but Ihave never found anything better 
for pancakes. And it is never touched with water. 

А cast iron pan must be broken in before it performs 
properly. You may do this by first placing a couple 
of tablespoonsful of vegetable oilor salt-free fat in the 
pan and bringing it to a smoking heat. Otherwise you 
will have to cook withit fora time before it gets beyond 
the sticking stage. Once itis washed, it has tobe bro- 
ken in all over again. 

After use, wipe your skillet with a paper towel or slig- 
htly moistened cloth. Never scour it, and protect it 
against rust. A plastic bag is a good thing to carry it 


in.

HOW TO KEEP A GUN IN GOOD CONDITION 


There is a whole host of gadgets—oil, solvent, rust pre- 
ventative, etc., on the market and if the average individual 
tried to try all of these out, you would have to spend about 
one hundred dollars a year trying to keep up, and to try 
all of these ingredients you would have to have a stock 
of about one thousand guns, so you can compare. We get 
a very good chance here to check over all of these items 
and try them out, and to compare them for the simple reason 
that we handle many hundreds of guns per year and a lot 
of our guns are handled from time to time and day to day, 
and it gives us an excellent chance to compare the good 
and bad features with a lot of the items we handle. First— 
any of the items we have listed will be found to be satis- 
factory for the job that they are recommended for. As a 
rust preventative, we prefer Sheath or Rig,—as an oil, we 
like either the Marbles, Hoppes, oil or Palma—our choice 
is the Palma, and as a nitro solvent, we do not believe that 
anything will touch the Marbles good old gun oil, it is truly 
an all round oil. However you would like to know how to 
keep your gun in a good condition, so we will try to give 
you this briefly. There is an old rule that you must never 
jet the sun set on an uncleaned barrel, this is possibly draw- 
ing it a little bit fine. Where we are shooting indoor all of 
the time, we do not clean it very often, for we certainly 
believe that more barrels are ruined by over cleaning than 
they are by shooting. If the temperature is even and you 
have shot good non-corrosive ammunition without changing 
the Brand, then you can get by for a while without cleaning 
the bore, the outside is more particular, as you are handling 
it all the time, and it does need frequent cleaning to keep 
the salt off your hands, from rusting it. For a cleaning rod 
we strongly recommend either a highly polished steel rod 
or a polished brass—preferably a polished steel, for the 
simple reason that it is very smooth, it will not pick up 
abrasive and scratch the barrel and it is stiff enough that 
you do not rub the bore of the barrel when cleaning. The 
very worst type of cleaning rod we find is the so-called 
alloy rod, that is supposed to be soft enough that it will 
not harm the bore, they will pick up grit if dropped on 
the floor, they will scratch the barrel and they are so limber 
fhey have a tendency to rub badly. If you want the very 
best, obtain a good cleaning rod—made of steel and use it. 
When you are cleaning a rifle, especially a high powered 
rifle it is always necessary to protect the bore with a good 
rust preventative, such as Sheath, Palma or Marbles, pass 
the rag through with solvent on two or three times, rub it 
lightly over the outside of the metal work, and put your 
gun away. If you use any of these products, you will find 
you can forget about it indefinitely. 

Cleaning a shotgun however, is an altogether different 
problem, almost all shotguns, unless the Maker has put on 
an exceptionally good finish on the inside of the bore will 
rub off some lead off the shot. This is noticeable by long 
streaks in the barrel and to remove this you must use'a 
good lead solvent or else a brass or steel brush, also a good 
item to use is a bit of steel wool, however there are pre- 
pared brushes on the market which we list and naturally 
we would sooner see you use these. 


After you have the barrel thoroughly cleaned in the shot- 
gun, again coat it with. Rig, Sheath or Palma and you are 
all set to put it away. For lubrication of the action as we 
mentioned use either Palma or Marble's nitro-solvent, there 
is one popular oil on the market that is widely used, we 
cannot mention the name here, but it sells quite reasonably 
about 15 or 20c per bottle and actually we are glad a lot 
of you fellows but it because we get a great deal of gun 
work, fellows come in with their guns misfiring, especially 
on cold days, and it is nothing but this popular oil freezing 
up and gumming up. So all we do is wash the gun out and 
charge the poor Sportsman for his carelessness—he is happy 
and so are we—we tell him to toss the can of oil away 
that he is using and use this other brand we recommend 
and that will be the end of his troubles—but don't forget 
to oil and preserve the outside of the gun especially if it 
has been laid away for any time or if it has been exposed 
to the wet. Another thing is that when you store your gun, 
lay it on a shelf flat if at all possible, or hang it on the 
wall in a horizontal position, but do not leave it in a gun 
case or any tightly closed cabinet because if you do, when 
the weather changes, condensation will set in and you will 
have a badly rusted gun. Your gun case is meant for carrying 
your gun only, not for storing it in, and besides a nice gun 
looks very attractive on the wall of your den. 


Also on the rifle cleaning rods there is a jagged tip and a 
slotted tip, by all means use the jagged tip, you may think 
it looks unreliable, but a cloth placed over this may be 
pushed back and forth in the bore of a rifle which absolutely 
protects the end of rod from coming in contact with the 
bore at any spot, and rubbing it. Throw away the old 
slotted tip and use the jagged. We hope these small remarks 
have helped.you preserve your rifle, for if it is looked 
after properly it will outlast you and give you many, many 
years of satisfactory service. 


HOW TO CLEAN A RIFLE 


1. Wet a flannel patch with palma or marbles, then lay it 
over the breech or muzzle, center it with the tip of the 
cleaning rod, and push it straight through the bore and 
out the bore. This will push out the bulk of the fouling. 

2. Swab the bore with two or three patches wet with palma 
or marbles. Swabbing should be done by first placing a 
piece of paper on the floor, then resting the muzzle on 
it, pushing the patch down to the paper with the rod 
and pulling it back to the chamber at least a dozen times. 
This swabs the bore thoroughly from breech to muzzle. 
Remember to use a clean patch each time you complete 
the swabbing cycle. 

3. Dry the cleaning rod and then swab again with a half 
dozen clean, dry patches so that the bore is completely 
dried and cleaned out and becomes slightly warm from 
friction of the swabbing action. 

4. Saturate a patch with palma or sheath and swab the 
bore with it, and leave the bore in this condition. The 
bore is now clean and protected and will not rust. 

5. Wipe the exterior of the rifle and all parts of the mechan- 
ism that can be reached with a dry rag, then with sheath. 

6. Before starting to fire always push a clean, dry patch 
through the bore to wipe out the film of oil or grease. 
A dry barrel will give more consistent performance than 
a lightly oiled one. Overabundance of oil or grease in 
the bore may cause serious injury to the barrel if the 
rifle is fired without first removing it. Gasoline on a patch 
will help remove grease. Not necessary if using sheath. 

7. Never shoot obstructions out of the bore of a rifle. This 
practice is dangerous, as the obstruction may be large 
enough to cause the rifle barrel to burst. If it does not 
result in bursting, it may permanently mar the bore so 
that accurate shooting will be impossible. It is highly 
important to keep the muzzle of the rifle from dipping 
into mud, sand or dirt. If this happens, use a cleaning 
rod at once to remove any of this foreign matter. DO 
NOT SHOOT IT OUT!
